THE REAL TRUTH ABOUT THE FARM 


Our family - as the town council already knows - a prodigious family consisting of 14 
children who worked the farm from toddlers to adults formed a corporation to protect 
our land we worked so hard for from liability issues related to the horse operation and 
potential liens any member may fall prey to. In short it is to protect our family that has 
worked so hard to keep it in our family. We have had this farm in our family since 
1921. It was originally a chicken farm, then a dairy farm and while we always had 
horses and grain and veggies, this is where it has evolved to today. 

Why don't the DEMS mention the 12 green acres/open space properties that they 
sold/developed by mistake? Or, Rose Menziuso's property they condemned and put up 
for sale? Also, Brian Wahler and Jim Huben sit on the planning board and board of 
adjustment. The zoning board is also hand picked by the Democrats. They are why 
this town is so heavily developed and trafficked. Why doesn't this team of Dems take 
credit for Centennial Square shopping center and Route 18, too? They just approved 
55 townhouses by Schor Middle School. 17 more homes across the street from us. On 
and on. The Hubens developed their own property with 6 houses themselves. Why 
didn't they contribute to open space? In the meantime they live in a $400,000 
mansion. Is this the kind of government Piscatawayans want? Whose interests do they 
have at heart? It doesn't look like they have developed this town with the 
Piscatawayans best interests at heart. 

The only sense of community left in Piscataway is Cornell Farm! People can 
remember coming hear when they were kids and when their kids were kids and their 
grandkids were kids. There is a long heartfelt history associated with our farm. We 
have fought this town long and hard to keep this despite the harassments and threats 
of fines for building a farmstand they forced us to take down. They have violated our 
right to farm, too. They don't even want to pay $12,000 to the Piscataway TV station 
to videotape and televise the public meetings. We, the Halpers videotape and pay 
them to televise the meetings so Piscatawayans can see them in action or inaction on 
channel 71. 

We have asked the council to consider buying properties for sale. Also we asked them 
about Large coiporate owned lands that are farm assessed. No one is living there. 

They refused. It is our understanding that these large corporation donate heavily to the 
Democrat party. We have recommended forming an open space committee consisting 
of a nonbiased group of individuals representative of both parties. We submitted a 
letter to Mayor Merolla to join that committee as well. 



Brian Wahler and his team filed suit against our family to "TAKE" our home from us. 
Now they are saying they want us to go into farmland preservation as a result of the 
outcry from voters in town who responded to our petition drive which we would like 
to thank you for. We did explore state farmland preservation a couple of years ago. 
The state didn't want our farm since it is not contiguous with other farms in a farming 
community. We have been preserving our farm for almost 100 years. Our way we pay 
taxes, Wahler's (and Dems) way you the taxpayer pays $10mil plus loan in taxes. 
Additionally, farmland preservation lands may be swapped/exchanged with other 
lands within county and I believe state. This allows for more sales of "preserved" land 
to developers. A farmer in Burlington county sold his farm to farmland preservation. 
He is in financial straits now. He bought new equipment and machinery with the 11/2 
million dollars preservation gave him. He had an awful season and now he cannot 
even borrow on his valuable asset, his land. 

Farmland preservation allows the town to grab our land for development. 

You see, to '"take" our land means that they may sell or exchange our property for 
subsequent sale. Page 12 of the "open space" agreement between the town of 
Piscataway and the County allow the town to sell or exchange our land. They only 
need the approval of the freeholders. Brian Wahler's father - in - law is Dave Crabiel, 
head freeholder! 

In both cases, the farmland preservation and open space, the town is able to sell to 
developers. They want our land so bad, they want it yesterday. We are standing in 
their way of development - further urban sprawl. The lot across from Lowe's was 
cleared this summer by Jack Morris, Edgewood Properties under the cover of 
darkness. Mr. DiLeo, an owner of the property and local developer is represented by 
our township attorney, Howard Gran according to the deed. In 1987 this land was 
upzoned to shopping center. They want to "steal" our land next to this cleared and 
readied lot. 

Taxes and traffic - The Dems are responsible for the current state. I don't know where 
they think they have been. They, the Dems, their team have created urban sprawl. 
Now they say they will stop it. They will only stop it when there is no more land to 
build on. And then, who knows, they are so greedy they may condemn others homes 
to put more malls up or...
